\f\Jhatare you looking for? 

Sometimes we go through life focused on the day to day grind. But it is 
important to stop and ask yourself, "What are you looking for?" This is the 
question Jesus asks in the Gospel this Sunday. 

Those are the first words Jesus speaks in John's Gospel. Jesus' questions are 
often pointed challenges. They deserve attention. This question is packed 
full of meaning. "What are you looking for?" Another translation says, " What 
do you want?" As you go through your day, what drives you? What does 
your soul thirst for? What are you seeking in life that will really satisfy you? 

The first disciples responded, "Rabbi, where are you staying?" They want to 
spend time with Jesus. In other words, they are looking for a relationship 
with him. "What you are looking for?" 

Sometimes we get stuck in a pattern of the daily grind. Going to work every 
day. Taking care of meals, laundry, and household duties. Paying bills and 

just trying to keep up with the daily demands of family, job, and school. 

We can easily become like a plow horse driven through each day and 
thinking about little else. 

"What are you looking for?" What are your dreams? Do you spend some time 
in quiet each day listening to your heart? God normally does not speak 
audible words to us. Rather, the most likely place to hear God's voice is in 
our deepest desires, or in the Scriptures which speak to our hearts. St. 
Ignatius of Loyola taught those whom he led on retreat that they would 
discover God's will for them in their deepest desires. He asked them to 
reflect on key Scripture passages which challenged them. 

What do you long for? The Gospel for Sunday indicates that one of our 
deepest desires is to have communion with Jesus. Are you aware of your 
desire for God? The Bible is filled with important lessons for life. A few 
weeks ago, I suggested that you might choose some good reading for the 
New Year. Daily Scripture reading will foster a deeper and deeper 
awareness of the desires in your heart. It will connect you with God. 

"What are you looking for?" Are you working without dreaming? When you 
consider all your problems, is "keeping God at the center" one of your main 
concerns?

He exists for someone else or even 
worse for something else. Hence he cannot enjoy life. 
The ethos of our society certainly places an enormous 
emphasis on "having fun," but our whole concept of joy 
is mendacious because it is servile. Even the fun that 
we have is for a purpose. It is justified not by its 
gratuity, its simple celebration of the gift of life, but by 
its utility. ... 

Why then aren't we happy? Because of our servility. 
The whole celebration is empty because it is "useful." 
We have not yet rediscovered the primary usefulness 
of the useless. From this loss of all sense of being, all 
capacity to live for the sake of living and praising God, 
all thankfulness, all "Eucharistic" spirit, comes the 
awful frustrated restlessness of our world obsessed 
with "doing" so that even "having fun" becomes a job of 
work, an operation, a veritable production, even a 
systematic campaign. 1

1. Memorial for infant deaths: Ken Van Asma presented us information on a Right to Life memorial for 
infant deaths, miscarriages and abortions. The Knights of Columbus would pay for the cross of bricks and 
the installation. It will spell out "let the children come to me". People will be invited to donate $35 for 
bricks with names of deceased infants, and these would to fill in around the cross. The committee supports 
the project but will look more into where it needs to be displayed. It was noted that the parish has also 
been considering a rosary walk, labyrinth, fountain, etc. within the prayer garden. We need to formulate a 
comprehensive plan. 

2. Statue for prayer garden: Walt Wilson was interested in what we want to do with the statue for the prayer 
garden.

They would like to leave the temporary signs up for now, but they hope to put up a permanent 
sign. They need to present us with a plan. 

4. Fence around rectory driveway island: It was decided to have the fence taken out as the posts are rotting 
off. 

5. Check on Pine Beetles: Fr Steve will check with a contact person who is helping with this at Terra Sancta. 
Jim will check with the county extension and the forest service. 

6. Thin out trees: Fr Steve will look for someone who might mark the trees that need to go. Jim will check 
with Darlene Z. as they had it done not too long ago. 

7. Seal Parking lot: Jim will check with Joe Hilt (381-4111) and see how often we need to seal the parking lot. 
A recent estimate is that it would cost about $5000. 

8. Striping the Parking lot: Do the same time as when we seal it. 

9. New snow blower: Diane Clarke would like to sell a snow blower for $200. It was decided by the 
committee to buy it. 

10. Sprinkler system for the lawn in front of the church: Table at this time 

11. Landscaping around the sign and around the prayer garden. Jim stated that Jim Katke was working on it 
at one time.
